Just as the defense some time 
ago was forced to withhold part of 
its testimony until it had >laid th~e 
basis for 'showing Thaw insane at the 
time of the shooting so Jerome will 
probably be halted in his. effort to 
prove Thaw insane now unless he 
lays a better 'basis for the admission 
of such evidence. 


Jerome was flatly balked in trying

He questioned Dr. Wag 
ner as to Thaw's condition at

time but the doctor declared he could 
not tell anything about it.

Dr. Wagner 
was recalled 


to the stand as court opened and Jer- 
ome plunged into the secret of insan- 
ity analysis with his characteristic 
vigor. 


Jerome completed the cross exam- 


ination of Dr. Wagner at noon today, 
having found him even more difficult 
to handle that Dr. Evans. Just-be- 
fore releasing the witness Jerome 
took an entirely new tack, making an 
effort to show Thaw was intoxicated 
when he killed White. Wagner, how- 
ever, gave the district attorney no 
satisfaction along this line. Jerome 
asked Wagner if there was anything 
in the description of the killing in 
the hypothetical question, that indi- 
cated insanity rather than intoxica- 
tion. To uus iiie doctor replied: 


''There is nothing to Indicate In- 


toxication, and a great deal to indi- 
cate insanity." 


After forcing Wagner 
to go into 


specific details, Jerome 
announced 


that he had finished with the witness, 
and Wagner was then 
excused by 


both sides. 


Chief Counsel Hartridge of the de- 


fense announced that Mrs. 
William 


Thaw, 
mother of the defendant, 


would, in all probability take the 
stand immediately after the noon re- 
cess.

ing meanwhile for help. 
Mrs. Lien, 


awakened by the explosion and the 
voice of her husband, leaped from the 


bed and wrapped the body of her hus- 
band in a quilt. Her Hands and arms, 
were terribly burned and her night 
robe was enarly consumed. 


The house was in flames and 
the 


young wife carried her suffering hus 
ban through the blaze out of doors 
and to the barn, walking the entire 
distance in bare feet through snow 
drifts.

ing the experiments. An electrical da- 
vice recently invented and which Ir-is 
for its purpose the stopping of higu 
speed trains wi'hin a distance of less 
than 100 feet is being installed along 
the route. 


Circuit breakers are being placed at

electrically controlled switch record is 
made on a tonophone, or clock, in a 
central station of the passing of trains.

District Attorney Jerome Engages In 


Series of THts. 


MADE THE SESSION NOTABLE 


Doctor Wagner, One of the Alienists 


For the Defense, Under CrosvExam- 
ination — Thaw's Mental Condition 
Following the Tragedy—The Day's 
Proceedings. 


New York, March 6.—Dr. Charles 


G. Wagner, one of the alienists for the 
defense, was again a witness under 
cross-examination in the Thaw trial. 
The session was made notable by a 
clash between District Attorney Je- 
rome and Justice Fitzgerald, at the 
climax of which the prosecuting offi- 
cer refused point blank to cite to the 
court the authorities upon which he 
•was predicating an argument. Mr. Je- 
rome was requested by the presiding 
judge to submit to him whatever au- 
thorities he had upon the subject. "I 
have such a high respect for the 
courts of this jurisdiction," retorted 
Mr. Jerome, "that I will not submit 
authorities on a question of law which 
is so elemental in character and upon 
which the authorities are so abundant 
that I must presume the learned court 
knows of them." The judge replied 
if the district attorney did not submit 
the authorities the court would as- 
sume that he did not know of any. 
Mr. Jerome did not submit the author- 
ities and Justice Fitzgerald ruled in 
favor of the defense on the point at 
issue, which, briefly stated, was the 
question as to whether the state on 
cross-examination should be allowed 
to go no further with an expert wit- 
ness than the counsel for the defense 
was allowed to go upon direct exam- 
ination. 


The incident began with an objec- 


tion interposed by Mr. Delmas to a 
question asked Dr. Wagner by Mr. 
Jerome. The district attorney wanted 
the witness to repeat certain conver- 
sations he had had with Thaw in the 
Tombs. Mr. Delmas prot-sted that 
-he had not =been_ allow-eA to go, into 
those conversations on direct exami- 
nation. "He was proceeding at some 
length to state the position of the de- 
fense, when Mr. Jerome interrupted 
with the remark that the argument 
did not call "for a stump speech." Mr. 
Delmas protested against this •'offen- 
sive language" by l^he district attor- 
ney. Justice Fitzgerald interposed in 
the discussion and Mr. Delmas was 
soon lost to view because of the turn 
affairs took. 


During the Course of his argument 


the district attorney placed himself on 
record by saying that the legal as- 
sumption before the court today is 
that Harry K. Thaw, is insane. He de- 
clared the alienists for the defense 
have shown Thaw to have been insane 
as late as Sept. 22 last, and in the 
absence of proof to the contrary, the 
assumption is that he remains insane. 
Justice Fitzge'rald declared that the 
present jury only has to do with the 
question of Thaw's sanity or insanity 
on the night that he shot and killed 
Stanford White. 


Dr. Wagner was allowed to give his 


conversations with Thaw during the 
period that he believed the defendant 
to be of unsound mind. He said Thaw 
remembered having approached and 
having shot White.. He protested, 
however, that he had not intended at 
any time to kill the man, but wanted 
to have him legally punished. 


"What did you learn when you vis- 


ited Thaw Oct'. 1?" asked Mr. Jerome. 
*As I did not visit him on that date, 
I did not learn anything," retorted Dr. 
Wagner. 


"Well, Oct. 3, then?" "Mr. Thaw 


was still restless and suspicious in 
manner, but these symptoms were not 
so marked as before." 


The witness was asked regarding 


Thaw's will and codicil, and said he 
would not characterize the insanity 
they indicated as paranoia. He admit- 
ted, however, that the delusions might 
be somewhat paranoiac in type.

Revolutionary Demonstration* Follow 


the Opening of the Russian Parlia- 
ment—Troops Use Whips On th« 
Crowds In the Streets—Conference 
Between Leaders. 


St. Petersburg, March 6.—Several 


consultations have beem held her* by 
the leaders of the opposition in th« 
duma, or lower house of the Rus- 
sian 
parliament, to 
see whether 


some sort of compromise with the 
government \ rs possible, but after 
full consideration it was announced by 
Professor Milukoff that no arrange- 
ment could be made so long as M. 
Stolypin remained at the head of tha 
cabinet. The opposition demand the 
premier's resignation, and do not ex- 
pect to do any constructive work until 
it is received. This attitude leads to 
the belief that the second duma •will 
follow the steps of the first, the paral- 
lel extending to dissolution. The lead- 
ers of the opposition, who believe that 
what they call "the sacred anger ot 
the people" will be aroused by the dis- 
solution of the second parliament, 
claim to have assurances that no fur- 
ther loans can be negotiated abroad 
without the consent of the duma. 


The opening of the duma was made 


the occasion of a revolutionary dem- 
onstration by the St. Petersburg pro- 
letariat and the students of the city, 
which resulted in several encounters 
betvveen the police and the populace, 
and more or less serious injury to a 
number of the latter. The situation 
was such that the authorities were 
finally forced to fill the streets with 
military patrols, as in the days of the 
Trepoff regime. A tumultuous crowd, 
estimated to number close to 40,000 
persons, with red banners flying and 
accompanied by the music of revolu- 
tionary chants, started like the follow- 
ers of Father Gapon on Jan. 22, 1905, 
toward the central quarter of the city, 
where the winter palace is located. 
Few elements of the prelude of "red 
Sunday" were lacking, and the com- 
mand "fire" would have precipitated a 
similar massacre. But the present 
prefect of St. Petersburg, General Dra- 
cheffski, followed another course and 
dispersed the procession bv charges 
of mounted gendarmes armed with 
whips, and by an imposing display of 
force he prevented the demonstrators 
from re-forming. 


Another monster demonstration was 


held at the university to celebrate the 
"victory of revolutionary Democracy."

TAXATION 


Present System Comes In For 
I 
Many Hard Knocks. 


NEEDED REFORMS ARE SURE 


The Ohio Tax Commission Will 


Make a Thorough Investigation of 
the Subject—Able Address of At- 


I torney General Ellis. 


• 
The members of the State Tax Com- 


mission, recently appointed uy Oover- 
•nor Harris, have a most important 
work before them. They are waking 
up to the arduous duties that confront 
them. 


This commission was proposed by 


the business organizations of the 
state. At the last convention of the 
Republican party a plank was includ- 
ed in the state platform asking for the 
appointment of a board to investigate 
the important question of taxation. 
Acting upon that request, Governoi 
Harris appointed a commisison, as 
follows: "Wade H. Eliis, Attorney Gen- 
eral, chairman; Atlee Pomereue, at- 
torney, Canton, secretary; George E. 
Martin, attorney, Lancaster; Thomas 
H. Hogsett, attorney, Cleveland, and 
Alfred C. Cassatt, attorney, Cincin- 
nati. 


In tendering the appointments to 


the gentlemen named, Governor Har- 
ris wrote to each of them this letter: 


"In obedience to the general public 


sentiment throughout the State, which 
has be'en expressed in the action of 
various business and professional as- 
sociations, I have determined to ap- 
point an honorary commission of five 
well-known citizens to examine the 
taxation laws of Ohio and recommend 


taxation. In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Ellis said: 


I do not know that I could discuss 


with you anything more interesting, any- 
thing more important, anything more 
immediate at any rate, than the work of 
the Ohio Tax Commission. 
We have been holding some public 
meetings and have been hearing from 
jieaple interested in taxation from 
»-U 
parts of the state. We have found the 
profoundest public interest in the ques- 
tion; we have found everybody through- 
»ut the state who has come in contact 
With the commission in any way to b<=- 
deeply impressed with the necessity for 
a 
serious understanding of existing 


evils—if such there be—in the tax laws 
of Ohio, and for practical reforms. 
The inequalities, of course, are gener- 
ally admitted. The injustice, the vaga- 
ries of the system—or lack of system— 
under which we have suffered for a good 
many years by reason of the hit or mfcs 
plan upon which the tax laws of the 
state have been built up—int-se are au- 
mitted by everybody. The remedies pro- 
posed are some of them unique, some of 
them novel, most of them entertaining: 
but it is a curious fact that in very few 
Instances do those who propose any re- 
form in the tax laws of Ohio take into 
consideration the legal obstacles or the 
constitutional barriers in the way of put- 
ting into immediate effect the proposed 
changes in the tax laws. 
It is generally admitted that personal 


property, whether it ought or ought not, 
at least does not bear its fair share of 
the burden of taxation. It is a notorious 
fact, as we all know, that during the 
last 50 years personal property has be- 
aoms more and more elusive, less and less 
open to the tax gatherer, and real prop- 
erty has been increasing In value at a. 
far greater rate throughout the state 
than personal property. Fifty years ago, 
for example, personal property had a 
value of about three-fifths that of real 
estate; today it is about two-fifths. 
Now, the proposition is frankly made 
in some quarters that you can not tax 
personal property and that, therefor-*, 
the sensible thing to do is to stop trying; 
and the proposition was made the other 
day before our commission, that wa 
ought to abolish all taxes upon personal 
property; it was seriously made by a 
thoughtful student of the taxation ques- 
tion. 
Of course he entirely overlool < 
the fact that that would require a con- 
stitutional amendment. 


Of course the Tax Commission have 
had a, great many suggestions to tax 
franchises. 
The proposition was em- 


bodied in a .bill presented in the last Gen- 
eral Assemb'ly. known as the Howe bill.

to me for transmission to the next ses- 
sion cf the General Assembly such, 
changes or amendments in tne or- 
ganic or statute law of the state as 
will adjust any inequalities that may 
exist in tha burdens of taxation and 
evolve a system in lin'e with the best 
public policy and with the most ad- 
vanced thought upon the subject." 
. Th'e members of the commission, 
have held two meetings at Columbus. 
These meetings demonstrated that 
there is unusual interest throughout 
th'e state in the subject of tax reform. 


Every man who has so far appeared 


before the commission, and the hun- 
dreds who have written letters to the 
members, agree that the tax laws of 
Ohio are woefully deficient and that 
something must be done to eradicate 
the attendant evils and inequalities. 


The tax Commission has before it 


a great work. As the date of the 
meeting of the legislature approaches 
it will-become more difficult and try- 
ing. For the present, it appears to be 
the plan of the commission to hold 
meetings at least once a rncnih ar.d 
Invite public men who have studied 
the subject to attend and express 
their ideas on the momentous ques- 
tion >o£ just taxation. This work wiii 
be supplemented by extensive corre- 
spondence with experts and others 
who are interested in 
the

supposed to represent the views of Mayor 
Johnson of Cleveland, to bring about the 
placing upon the grand tax duplicate of 
the state franchise values, and particu- 
larly the franchises of public sen-ice cor- 
porations. 


Now, 
this proposed bill from Cleveland 
provides that there shall be a levy for 
state purposes of six-tenths of one per 
cent upon this franchise property, or 
rather, upon the value of these stocks 
and bonds that have escaped taxation, 
and here again those -who have proposed 
this measure have not taken into consid- 
eration at all another very serious con- 
stitutional difficulty. 
As you know, It 


makes very little difference whether a 
franchise is property, as it was held to 
be by the United States Supreme Court in 
an Ohio case, or whether it is held not 
to be property, as held by the Supreme 
Court case of Ohio; -nhether it is prop- 
erty or is not property, whether it is 
taxed direc' - or indirectly, if it is taxed 
as property, manifestly it must be taxed 
at a uniform rafe and, therefore, six- 
tenths of one per cent upon such prop- 
erty, not being a uniform rate, would be 
beyond the constitutional power of the 
General Assembly to levy. 


It has been suggested that the direct 


inheritance tax, or something like that 
which was repealed last winter, should 
be re-enacted into law. That law pmm- 
i=;od to raise, I suppose, $500,000 or $600,- 
000 per year; it provided for tTio per 
cent upon all inheritances ov»r $3,000, 
and two per cent upon the total amount, 
whatever it mi^ht be. The inheritance 
tax is a privilege tax. it is not a property 
tax: th^rpfore. th^rf is no ronuirpmont 
upon the General Assembly in the enact- 
ment of inheritance iar,-s to keep at a 
uniform rate <^r to allow only the exemp- 
tions which are admi?siblf with regard 
to exemptions of real ar.d personal prop' 
erty. 


\Vhat the Tax Commission most da- 
sires to do, and in this it wants thp co- 
operation and assistance^ of all public- 
spirited citizens throusjlioift the state, is 
to accomplish some practical reform in 
the way of taxation. We may not ba 
able to secure at once a logical, scien- 
tific method or system <rf taxation. That 
may be a matter of slow growth. The 
most important thing Is to see tnat 
whatever step we take, whether It be 
long or short, ahatf be In the right di-

parts of the state have written to the 
league, offering their nifl and asking 
in what capacity they can assist. The 
newspapers of the state almost with- 
out exception have declared them- 
selves in favor oE the passage of a 
primary law at the next session of 
the legislature and have assisted in 
the work by the writing of vigorous 
editorials.

BY PROF. AUSTIN'S 


MANUAL STUDENTS 


. Columbus, 0., March 6.—Results of 
the most practical kind are seen in 
the exhibit of manual training work 
made a-t the 
public school 
library 


building by pupils working under R. 
O. Austin at Central high school, a 
former Newark teacher. 
Most of the 


articles in the collection are designed 
for use in the study of physics. 


Several pieces of mission furniture 


are included in the collection. Bach 
was made from wood thrown into the 
cellar, discarded as worthless., 
and 


intended to be cut up as kindling. The 
only expense was for leather and other 
materials used for trimmings. 


One of the most interesting articles 


is a board capable of demonstrating 
nearly all the problems in solid geom- 
etry. At regular intervals, about ev- 
ery inch, holes are drilled into the 
board. These divide it 
into small 


squares. Sticks of varying heights are 
provided to be set up in the holes. 
With the aid of strings running along 
the tops of the sticks, or from the top 
to the base, the outline of 
different 


figures can be made ir. endless variaty.
